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To those teachers of English who have followed with in- 
terest the modern trend of education in the testing field, the 
bibliography listed below may not be especially impressive; to 
those, however, who have heretofore paid little attention to 
this side of the teaching process, the titles will, we trust, 
prove not only arresting but of vital importance in revealing 
the significant steps that have so far been taken. While 
the aim has been to make the entire list as comprehensive 
and as helpful as possible, those tests which are now out of 
print or for one reason or another are not available for class- 
room use have not been included; neither have we listed any 
about which the information was too scant to be of value. 
There may, of course, be differences of opinion concerning 
the grades to which the various tests have been assigned. 
Many discrepancies and contradictions were found even in 
the publishers’ catalogues—a situation which is perfectly 
comprehensible when we consider the variations in achieve- 
ment standards among different schools. It is for the in- 
dividual teacher to determine their values by actual trial or by 

a critical examination of sample copies of the tests. 

No attempt has been made here to describe the various 
tests or to evaluate them—except in a few cases where the 
better known in each division of the list have been starred. 
Those who desire detailed information or discussions wilk 
find the Government bulletins exceptionally valuable in 
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adequate descriptions of the tests, together with the retail. 
price. The titles listed here have been compiled from thes 
listing references, while the publishers’ catalogues will gives 
most up-to-date and most reliable sources available.

AN open mind and fixed ideas! The two expressions have 
come to sound so fantastic, so flagrantly meaningless—as 13 
often the case with words that one ponders over. They 
convey notions—but notions so illusive as to melt away the 
moment my mind attempts to fix itself upon them. They 
beg me to define them, they tantalize me awake and asleep, 
| and they cling to me as does mistletoe to a mighty oak, and 
/ weigh me down. 

In college days I used to be warned against fixed ideas, 
and exhorted to keep an open mind. The professors who 
thus advised were sage creatures certainly, or they would 
never have occupied chairs in our worthy institution and 
| flaunted in academic procession such gaily-lined hoods. I 
revered them and their opinions. 

: When I found myself a guide to adolescence in a sub- 
} urban high school, I was devoutly thankful for the open 
| mind which, I flattered myself, I had so assiduously cul- 
tivated. I confess rather shamefacedly that I had been at 
graduation from preparatory school a creature with fixed 
ideas—a natural state of mind perhaps at eighteen. But 
who isn’t ashamed at times of being natural? 

As a secondary-school teacher I found an open mind so 
convenient a weapon, and, at times, so soothing a balm 
to my conscience that I pitied my unimaginative colleagues 
who saw in mathematics nothing but formulas and problems 
or in science nothing but laws and experiments—even pitied 
those more closely related to me, those who thought English 
was confined to rhetorics and school editions of the classics. 

An open mind made me tolerant; it gave me strength to 
teach for the nth time that “an introductory phrase or clause 
is set off from the rest of the sentence by a comma.” I 
knew there were “brook-gladdened meadows” ahead of the 
“wearisome heights,” and, as I did know, I felt no com- 
punctions about hurrying over a few commas and exhort- 
ing a class of little street gamins to “go down to Kew in 
lilac time” and to do many other delightful things. 
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Now that I have become one of those who lecture from a. 
college platform, I am questioning myself as to the ad-. 
visability of an open mind. Aren’t the minds of our college 
youths and maidens a bit too open? When I am told that 
Chaucer lived in the Elizabethan Age, that Bryant wrote 
Childe Harold, that Shakespeare’s best-known comedy was ' 
The Taming of the Shrew, I am convinced that we need 
more fixed ideas. There are in this world’s store of knowl- 
edge, certain immutable facts. Of these facts, and of their 
immutability, also, far too many of our young people need 
to be taught. | 

“But,” argues the student brought to bay, “that is the way 
I interpreted that passage. Why isn’t my interpretation as 
good as Black’s or White’s? I am thinking for myself.” 

Thinking for herself! Ah! that’s where the tragedy hoes. 
She is—but she hasn’t the proper mental guideposts to 
keep her on the right road.
